Portland, Me., Sept. 12.—Unofficial 
returns indicate that prohibition has 
been v oted out of the constitution of 
the state of Maine by a majority of 
about 1,400. 
About twenty-fiv e small towns hav e 
not been reported and the v ote of 
these, together with errors incident to 
the collection of returns by telephone, 
leav es the exact result in some doubt. 
One hundred and twenty thousand 
toters cast ballots on the question. 
With the twenty-fiv e towns missing 
the v ote was 60,878 for repeal and 59,- 
563 against a change in the constitu­ 
tion.

ART IN ICE. 


W onderful Palace T h a t W aa Built by 
C za rin a A n n e of Russia. 
The use of ice for architectural pur­ 
poses is uu art that lias been carried 
to u high sta te of perfection in north­ 
ern countries, and some almost Incred­ 
ible feuts hav e been accomplished In 
this curious branch of Industry . 
Probably the most remarkable build­ 
ing constructed wholly of ice was the 
palace built on the Nev a by Czarina 
Anne of Russia in 173'.» 
The first a t­ 
tempt to construct tills building was 
unsuccessful, as the slabs of ice were 
too thin and the building collapsed in 
the 
first 
thaw. 
Subsequently 
large 
blocks of ice were cut and squared 
with great care and laid on one an 
other by skillful masons, who cement­ 
ed the J oints with water, which imme­ 
diately froze. The building wheu com­ 
pleted was fifty -six feet loug, sev en­ 
teen and a half broad and twenty -one 
high. 
It wns of but one story . The 
facade contained a door surmounted 
by an ornamental pediment and six 
windows, the frames and panes of 
which were nil of ice. 
An elaborate 
balustrade, adorned with statues, run 
along the top of the facade, and a n­ 
other balustrade surrounded the build­ 
ing at the lev el of the ground. The side 
entrances to the inclosure were flanked 
with pillars supporting unis, tlie lat 
ter containing orange tree» , 
whom* 
branches, leav es and flowers were all 
of ice. Hollow py ramid» of ice on each 
side of the building contained lights 
by night. 
The grounds were furl her 
adorned with a life size figure of an 
elephant, with his mahout ou his back 
A stream of water was thrown from 
the elephant's trunk by day and a 
flume of naphtha by night. 
A tent of Ice contained a hot bath, 
in 
which 
persons 
actually 
bathed 
There were also sev eral cannons and 
mortars of ice. which were loaded with 
bullets of lee und iron and discharged 
* 
The interior of the building wns com 
pletely furnished with tables, chairs 
1 statues, looking g la sses, a d o c k , « com 
: plete tea serv ice, etc., » 11 made of ice 
i and painted to imitate the real objects 
A bedchamber contained n sla te bed 
with curtains, n dre-iing table with n 
mirror, pillows, hcdclollies, slipper» and 
nightcaps, 
all made of Ice. 
There 
were Ice candles, burning naphtha and. 
most wonderful of all. an ice fireplace 
containing burning ice logs—i, e,. blocks 
of ice smeared with naphtha aud then 
kindled.—Scientific American.

ART IN ICE. 


Wonderful Palace That Was Built by 
Czarina Anne of Russia. 
T he u se of Ice for architectu ral p u r­ 
poses Is an a rt that has boon carried 
to u high sta te of perfection in n o rth ­ 
ern countries, and some alm ost incred­ 
ible feats have been accom plished in 
this curious branch of industry. 
P robably tile most rem ark ab le build­ 
ing constructed wholly of ice was the 
palace built on the Neva by Czarina 
A nne of Bassia in 17o!>. T h e first a t­ 
tem pt to construct tills building w as 
unsuccessful, as the slabs of ice w ere 
too tliln and th e building collapsed in 
th e 
first 
thaw . 
Subsequently 
large 
blocks o f lee were cut and squared 
with g re a t care and laid on one an 
other by skillful masons, who cem en t­ 
ed the Joints w ith w ater, which imme- 
dlateiy froze. T h e building w hen com ­ 
pleted w as tlfty-six feet long, seven­ 
teen an d a half broad and tw enty-one 
big!). 
It w as of but one story. 
T he 
I facade contained a door su rm o un ted 
by an o rn am en tal pedim ent and six 
windows, the fram es and 
panes of 
which w ere all of ice. 
An elaborate 
balustrade, adorned with statues, ran 
' along th e top of the facade, and an- 
I other b alu strad e surrounded th e build­ 
ing at th e level of the ground. The side 
entrances to the inclosure w ere flanked 
with pillars supporting urns, the int 
j tor containing 
orange 
trees, 
whose 
branches, leaves and flowers were all 
of Ice. Hollow pyram ids of Ice on each 
side of th e building contained lights 
by night. 
Tile grounds w ere further 
adorned w ith a life size figure of an 
I elephant, with his m ahout on his back 
A stream of w a te r was throw n from 
the elep h an t’s trunk by day aud a 
i flame of n a p h th a by night. 
A tout of Ice contained a hot bath. 
I in 
which 
persons 
actually 
bathed 
T here w ere also several cannons and 
m ortars of ice. which w ere loaded with 
bullets o f ice and Iron and discharged. 
I 
Tile interior o f the building w as com 
ptetely furnished with tables. chairs, 
statues, looking glasses, a clock, a com 
plete tea service, etc., nil m ade of ice 
an d painted to im itate thy real objects 
A bedcham ber contained n slate bed 
w ith curtains, n dressing table with a 
mirror, pillows, bedclothes, slippers and 
nightcaps, 
all 
m ade of ice. 
There 
w ere ice candles, burning n a p h th a and. 
m ost w onderful of all. an ice fireplace 
containing burning ice logs—-I. e.. blocks 
of ice sm eared with n ap h th a aud then 
kindled.—Scientific American.
